M illions Every Year. 


There are three serious diseases: 
Rust, scab and smut. Rust (’annot be 
prevented by seed treatment, the other 
two can. The cleaning of the seed 
will blow out a great many smut balls 
and after tin* 
grain 
is 
thoroughly 
cleaned, it should la* tnulled with for­ 
maldehyde. Perhaps the simplest and 
most successful method is to mix one- 
pound of common commercial formal­ 
dehyde in 
forty 
gallons 
of water. 
Provide two tubs; raise one of them on 
ii box higher than tin* other, which 
may Im* oh lie* ground.
